HOW 


GERMANS COMPEL THEIR 


CAPTIVES TO WORK BEHIND LINES 


mn ne ete = ne 


STORY TOLD BY FORMER BRITISH PRISONER OF WAR 


Not Being In Registered Camps, None Of Their Cards Were 
Answered and They Did Not Receive Pargels — Food and 
: Accommodation Were Bad and Guards Very Brutal 


The stories which have been fur- 
nished by British and French prison- 
ers escaping from German prisoners 
of war camps have shown, ~ with 
scarcely an exception that a_syste- 
matic form of brutality has been 
Practiced upon them by their gaol- 
ers, The -mfajority of these men, 
however, had been placed in recog- 
nized, and _ therefore registered 
camps, from which it was possible 
for the prisoners. to communicate 
with their relatives, and to which par- 
cels of food, clothing, letters and so 
forth, could be sent with a reasonable 
hope of their reaching the prisoner. 
The story which ‘is appended, how- 
ever, has an added interest from the 
fact that it ds furnished by a former 
British prisoner of war who was 
made to work behind the German 
lines, The hardships and depriva- 
tions which he and his fellows en- 
dured were of the most poignant 
kind. Thus their lot perhaps was far 
worse than that of the men sent to 
Germany to registered camps. 

Before the soldier in question join- 
ed the Suffolk Regiment he was “t 
fisherman in East Anglia, He was 
captured, unwounded, by the  Ger- 
mans on April 5, 1918, just north 
of Albert, and for the first two 
days he was employed as a stretcher 
bearer, According to his story, on 
April 7 he was taken to Etrecourt 
and placed in a cage with 150 other 
British prisoners. They worked at 
road making and were fairly well 
treated except for the food, which 
was very bad. The prisoners were 
allowed to write one postcard home, 
. and were told to give Limburg as 
their address, In every case _ the 
prisoners’ gas mask were taken from 
them. 

The informant remained at Etre- 
court for abcut a month, after which 
he was transferred to Le Quintenoi, 
which is a large distributing center. 
There wis about 1,300 prisoners, 
French and British, at that place. 
They were paraded daily for registra- 
tion, The billets, sleeping accommo- 
dation and food were very bad. On 
May 11 the prisoners were. sent up 
behind the line in parties, and the 
informant went to Marchelepot, sev- 
en kilometers behind Peronne. They 

_ were put in a cage with huts and 
wire beds, and the food, as_ usual, 
was wretched, The prisoners were 
put to work on the railway. The 
guards were very brutal. 

Toward the end: of May the in- 
formant and 56 others were moved 
to Peronne, They werg billeted in a 
British ration dump marquee just 
outside the town, There were sever- 
al thousand prisoners in  Peronne, 
including Russians and Italians. The 
Italians worked’ near the British, 
and were in a_ terrible condition. 
They were under the charge of Aus 
trian guards who treated them very 
brutally, The informant states that 
the food given to the British prison- 
ers at Peronne was so bad that many 
of the men were only too glad to 
exchange their wrist watches for a 
loaf of bread. On one occasion the 
British airmen raided Peronne and 
hit the grocery store near the pris- 
oners’ camp. All the Germans took 
cover in dugouts and left the pris- 
oners to take care of themselves, The 
prisoners, who were starving, looted 
the groceries. After the raid was 
over they were made to fall in,.and 
any man found with food upon him 
was held by the sergeant major and 
mercilessly thrashed by a German of- 
ficer with a thick walking stick. 

By this time the men were in a 
terrible condition, due to the fact that 
they could never get a wash or a 
change of clothes. 

The soldier escaped on June 6, 
having been a prisoner for two 
months. He is described as an in-

two points about. his narrative ‘which 
are especially worthy of note. The 
first is in regard to the card whith 
the prisoner was allowed to send 
home just affer he was captured and 
in which he was ordered’;to — give 
Limburg as his address, Every. pris- 
oner who has had to work behind 
the lines has had the same experi- 
ence, yet these cards are never ans- 
wered nor do they ever, receive par- 
cels, The reason, they are told, is 
that these camps behind the lines are 
not “registered” prisoners of war 
camps. No doubt the German hopes 
to prove by the absence.of registers 
that prisoners of war are not em- 
ployed behind the lines and within 
the range of guns. The mass of evi- 
dence against this, however, is - al- 
ready overwhelming, The | other 
point to be noted is that Russians 
are being compelled to work under 
fire behind the line on the western 
front. This German conception of 
peace is worth remembering. 


Germany’s Bill for Royalty 


Expense Weighs Heavily on Should- 
ers of Taxpayers 


No nation in the world pays so 
heavily for its royalty as Germany. 
Although the entire German empire 
Possesses a population of about 6U,- 
000,000, its Annointed of the Lord 
cost it, until the beginning of the 
present war, more each year than 
the reigning houses of Great Britain, 
Austria, Kussia, Italy and Spain com- 
bined, every penny pf which had, and 
still has, to come-dut of the pockets 
of the taxpayers. Im England, on the 
other hand, the civil list of King 
George and. his family is derived, 
not from the taxpayers, but from 
crown property:and estates. At the 
beginning of each reign in Great 
Britain the monarch turns over to 
the state the administration of the 
revenues of the entailed crown es- 
tates, receiving in return a_ ¢ivil 
list... Under Edward VIJ., and like- 
wise in the case of King George, the 
income derived from’the property in 
question has exceeded by a consider- 
able sum the amount which the sov- 
ereign and his family receive in the 
shape of civil list, so that the tax- 
payers, instead of being mulcted for 
the maintenance of their royalty, re- 
ceive a handsome financial } profit 
from the arrangement. 


_ If royalty TS so terribly expensive 
in, Germany, -and has all. along 
weighed so heavily on the shoulders 
of the German taxpayers, it is be- 
cause the latter have to provide for 
‘tthe maintenance, not*of one reigning 
house, but of more than a score of 
them, People here in America always 
talk and write of the kaiser as if he 
were the’ only ruler of ‘Germany 
(says La Marquise de Kontenoy) 
writing in the Provitonne Journal). 
3ut there are twenty others of them, 
each maintaining a separate court, 
jand claiming to be, not his vassals, 
but his allies. For the Gefman em- 
pire .is composed of a confederation 
of twenty-one monarchial ~and sov- 
ercign states, and the kaiser is 
merely “primus inter pares,’/and en- 
joys his title of German Emperor— 
not Emperor of Germany—in his 
capacity as hereditary president of 
the confederation, 


A few years prior to the war-it 
was shown by the Prussian council- 
lor of state, Rudolf Martin, long re- 
garded as a leading and fearless ex- 
pert in the matter of Teuton finance, 
that the non-Prussian ~ reigning 
houses. and courts of Germany cost 
the taxpayers a sum of over $250,- 
000,000 a year, which could be econ- 
omized if they were swept out of ex- 
listence and all brought under the im- 
mediate rule of the kaiser, © Privy 
Councillor Martin’s statistics were 
drawn up, it has always been under- 
stood, at the secret instigation of 
Emperor William, with the object of 
bringing home to the people of Ba- 
varia, Wurtemberg, Saxony, Baden, 
Hesse, ete., how much better off they 
would be, in a financial sense, if 
ithey were to abolish their reigning 
families and transfer. their alleg- 
iance to the Prussian crown in his 
person, 

Now Emperor William’s own civil 
list, as a ruler of Prussia, is very 
large, amounting to close upon $5,- 
000,000, while the other expenses in- 
cidental to the monarchy which the 
Prussian taxpayers are called upon 
to bear amount to atleast twice, or 
even three times, that sum. It is 
probable, therefore, that when the 
time comes for the people of Ger- 
jmany to adopt the advice furnished 
to them by Councillor of State Mar- 
tin at the instance of the kaiser, and 
abolish their costly reigning houses 
and their expensive  monarchical 
courts, after the close of the present | 
war, they will make a clean job of} 
the matter, and apply a_ similar| 
‘treatment to Emperor William him- 
self,

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Trade is Growing 
St. Louis Retail Stores Selling Horse 


Flesh Report 300 Per Cent. 
Increase 


, An indication of the growing trade 
in horse meat is furnished by the St. 
Louis market, where horse killing es- 
tablishments have been in operation 
for the past two years. ‘Fwo retail 
shops located in sections of the city 
inhabited by foreign-born people 
handle this meat ‘exclusively, as their 
customers were accustomed to horse 
meat in their native countries and 
they want it here. The business of 
one of these shops has increased 300 
per cent. in the last year, Many col- 
ored people of St. Louis use horse 
meat; some saloons use it for their 
lunches, and peddlers’ wagons dis- 
tribute horse meat to foreign board- 
ing houses, restaurants and _ hotels. 
Owing to the high cost of beef, the 
carnivorous animals of the St, Louis 
Zoo are. now fed upon horse meat, 
The meat is also, shipped for -human 
consumption to Chicago, Kansas City 
and Memphis. Complete killing rec- 
ords have fot been kept but in one 
week, for instance, the two slaught- 
ering plants in St. Louis killed ninety 
horses for meat. 

In this country a strong incentive 
to the use of horse meat is found in 
the price. It is cheap. Comparative 
figures show that when beef porter- 
house steak is 40 cents a pound horse 
porterhouse is 15 cents; when beef 
sirloin is 35 cents horse sirloin sclls 
at 15 cents; when rib roast beef is 
30 cents horse rib roast is 12% cents. 
Such values are bound to encourage 
more and more the consumption of 
horses for human food, The St. Louis 
horse meat dealers relate that inquir- 
ies about this meat are increasing all 
the time and new customers are con- 
stantly secured. 

In France the people are now cat- 
ing 2,000 donkeys and 300 horses a 
day.

The Right Kind of Reprisals 


Cruelty Toward: Women and Child- 
ren Unthinkable 


Lord Cecil is quite right in con- 
demning the policy of reprisal, if it 
be understood to contemplate mere 
destruction, and he is fully justified 
in objecting to the making of threats 
we do not mean to carry out. But 
proper reprisals do not involve insen- 
sate destruction. No one has cver 
dreamt of indiscriminatt slaughter of 
Germans, still less of cruelty or bar- 
bafity . toward their women and 
children such as they inflicted upon 
us. That has always been unthink- 
able. 

But true reprisal may inyolve the 
seizure and confiscation of afi Ger- 
many’s wealth, ‘her cities and her 
labor, as well as her capital, and the 
full administration and use thereof 
until the bill for destructive brutali- 
ties has been paid, even if it takes a 
hundred years, or longer. That need 
be no idle threat. . That is the es- 
sence of the French government's 
declaration that the “German people 
will be held responsible, morally, pe- 
nally and pecuniarily” for the damage 
they have done. 

Nor is there any difficulty in full 
personal punishment, either on the 
gallows or by a firing squad, of any 
and all individual commanders who 
can_be proved guilty ’ of the German 
atrocities. That is*no more than the 
administration of simple justice. They 
are not within the rules of war, nor 
entitled to the treatment of purely 
military prisoners. They are merely 
criminals. If the men who ordered 
the nameless horrors of Dinant, of 
Liege and numerous other similar 
crimes can be caught they may and 
shall be punished. The French and 
Belgian people will insist on that. 

The sooner the Germans under- 
stand that the allies are not making 
meaningless threats in their state- 
ments as to reprisais the more can be 
saved from the retreat, There should 
be no uncertain note in any- message 
of warning to the boches. ‘There is 
none in Clemenceau’s. warning: “Ger- 
many is acquiring a crushing debt 
which is to be avenged.”—From_ the 
New York Evening Sun.

Some Successful 
Irrigated Crops 


Remarkable Growth as a Result of 
Irrigation in Southern 
Alberta 


The crops that can be grown suc- 
cessfully with irrigation in Southern 
Alberta are many and various,’ and 
the development of these lands to 
their full capacity will materially in-| 
crease the prosperity of the province. 
Experience is showing that in addi- | 
tion to wheat and other grains, which 
now form the bulk of the crop grown 
with irrigation, many other crops 
that are equally, if not more remun- 
erative to the grower can be raised 
successfully, Alfalfa is the chief of 
these. This is one of the most -im- 
portant crops of the province, and 
matiy farmers have sold their hay 
this year at prices which amount to 
twice as much as they gave for their 
land, and also twice as much as what 
similar land can be bought at the 
present time. Other fodder crops, 
such as clovers, vetches, tame gras- 
ses, give remarkable yields on these 
lands, 

One of the most successful crops 
grown at Broohs, Alberta, this year 
was peas. At the government exper- 
imental farm there the yield was op 
proximately forty bushels to the 
acre, and as they will bring about 
six or seven dollars a Bushs, it is 
easily seen that. anybody who” had 
a few acres of them would be satis- 
factorily remunerated. At Leth- 
bridge, tomatocs grown.on two acres 
of irrigated land in July and Atgust 
were sold for $5,000, and the plants 
were still yielding well in September. 
Crops of potatoes yielding 400 to 700 
bushels to the acre have been taken 
off irrigated land in Southern Alberta. 
Sugar beets, too, are a successful 
crop, but the labor is not available 
to handle them at the present time, 
All kinds of garden produce, includ- 
ing cantaloupes, water melons, pump- 
kins, cucumbers, peppers, cauliflow- 
ers, cabbage and other kinds of veg- 
etables too numerous to mention; to- 
gether with strawberrics, raspberries, 
gooseberrics, etc, are also grown 
and with equal success. The close 
proximity of much of this irrigated 
and to the railway will lead to its 
being more intensively farmed than 
it has been, many crops that have 
hitherto been grown only on a com- 
paratively small scale will undoubted- 
y be produced in_-greater quantities.

A Fruitful Vine
